No State Income Tax, Please 


Ohio 's tax co mm issio ner, 
S t a n l e y J. 
Bo wers, predicted last week the state will 
need an inco me tax within the nex t fiv e 
y ears to stabilize the lo cal real estate tax 
situ atio n and assu re better distribu tio n o f 


the tax bu rden. 
This m ight be interpreted at face v alu e 
as an endo rsem ent o f the po sitio ns prev i­ 
o u sly taken by the Ohio AFL-CIO and the 
Ohio Farm Bu reau Federatio n 
Bu f a clo se 
lo o k at his rem arks as they w ere repo rted 
by the Asso ciated Press indicates o therwise. 
Mr. Bo wers seemed to be say ing a state 
inco me tax wo u ld be u sefu l as an additio nal 
so u rce o f go v ernment rev enu e, no t as a re­ 
placem ent ex cept prhaps fo r the perso nal 


pro perty tax . 


THIS IS no t ex actly what farm ers and o r­ 
ganized labo r hav e in mind 
The fo rm er 
fav o r a state-co llected 
inco me 
tax 
as 
a 
m eans o f redu cing lo cal real estate tax es— 
partial replacem ent o f pro perty tax es, 
in 
o ther wo rds. 
Labo r dream s o f a state inco me tax as a 
rtnlacem ent fo r the sales tax . chief so u rce 
o f state general fu nds. A pro gressiv e in­ 
co me lev y sim ilar to the federal go v ern­ 
m ent’s wo u ld distribu te the tax bu rden mo re 
fairly than the theo retically regressiv e sales 
tax . the u nio n leaders argu e. 
The frightening qu estio n is ho w big the 
percentage inco me tax wo u ld hav e to be to 
acco mplish either o f these o bjectiv es. Mr 
Bo wesr fo ld his Akro n au dience the limited 
o bjectiv e o f stabilizing rather than replacing 
real estate lev ies wo u ld depend u po n en­ 
actm ent o f an inco me tax o f “ su fficient’’ 
aize. 
The pro blem is co mpo u nded by the co n­ 


stitu tio nal pro v isio n that wo u ld requ ire the 
state to retu rn to lo cal su bdiv isio ns half the 
rev enu e it co llected fro m their citizens, 
a s 
elate inheritance tax es no w are div ided 
This co u ld be so lv ed either by changing 
the co nstitu tio n, which seems po litically u n­ 
realistic. o r by raising the amo u nt o f the tax 
to make the state’s half o f the rev enu e large 
eno u gh to meet the state's needs. 
In either case, mu nicipalities w-hich hav e 
pie-em pted the inco me tax as the o nly m a­ 
jo r so u rce o f new fu nds av ailable to them 
wo u ld be threatened with ev en greater fiscal 
chao s than they no w face. 
Ev en if the state retu rned half its rev enu e 
to them, it seems u nlikely their share wo u ld 
equ al what they no w are able to realize. And 
a side effect wo u ld be to take fro m the 
cities the o nly m eans they hav e o f getting 
su bu rbanites who 
still 
depend 
u po n 
city 
serv ices to co ntribu te to city general fu nds. 


THE ENTIRE pro blem resem bles the pro ­ 
v erbial ripples acro ss the po nd after the 
pebble 
dro ps 
in; 
endless 
co m plicatio ns 
arise. Bu t in sim plest term s it bo ils do wn to 
this; If the state made fair allo wance fo r 
the high-rate federal inco me tax and fo r the 
increasing reliance o f mu nicipalities o n in­ 
co me tax es, wo u ld it be 
able 
to 
co llect 
eno u gh rev enu t fo r itself to make the effo rt 
wo rthwhile? Pro bably no t. 
This is o ne o f the reaso ns v irtu ally all o f 
•he elected leaders o f bo th parties hav e re­ 
fu sed to entertain serio u sly pro po sals fo r a 
state inco me tax 
Ano ther, we su spect, is that, aside fro m 
o rganized pressu re gro u ps with their o wn 
ax es to grind, there is v ery little citizen 
enco u ragem ent fo r 
a state inco me ta x .

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Homemade Pan For Sponge Cake

Talking to codes, and making 
a quiet survey of equipment when 
visiting in friends’ kitchens, has 
confirmed our long-held suspicion. 
Standard size baking pans are 
not inevitably on hand. 
Sometimes missing is the jelly 
roll pan. So may we remind you 
that nowadays you can fashion 
the equivalent of this pan out of 
aluminum foil?
